Oar Chief Coaean Oosht to Bo to Ltvo 
Dooply, Richly aad KoMy. 

One of tho hereeies which mislead ns 
Is tbe belief that we are useful only when 
we are actually doing aomethlng with 
our hands and feet. Tbe word doing, says 
the Christian Union, is underscored in 
almost every man’s practical philosophy 
of life; tbe word being is generally 
written In small characters. No wise 
man will underate the importance of 
aotivlty, because every suoh man un- 
derstands that there can be no real Ufe 
which does not bear fruitage. But tbe 
tree does not live consciously for the 
sake of bearing fruit; the fruit is tho 
overflow of its vitality. We ought to 
live in tbe same fashion. Our chief oon- 
oem ought to be to live deeply, richly 
snd nobly, snd then activity will take 
care of itself. No one can make tbe 
word being full of depth and moaning 
without also giving new depth snd 
meaning to the word doing. To bo great 
Implies tho doing of great things, but 
no man*^ becomes great by any activity 
outside of himself; be Is first of all, 
great In himself, and his scUvlty is 
simply s revelsUon of his greatness. 
The first concern of us all Is to be 
noble. The idea that activity is the 
only measure of usefulness con- 
stantly misleads superficial people, 
who are oontinoally doing things 
wiUi very little thought and rery little 
spiritual force, into tbe belief that they 
are attaining great spiritual growth; 
while, on the other hand. It constantly 
misleads people who have small strength 
or small opportunities, and who can do 
but little with their hands and feet, Into 
the belief that they are of very little use 
in life. The real measure of greatness 
is always sn inward and spiritual meas- 
ure. It la a teat which can not be 
evaded, which dissipates false standards 
and conventions like the mist, snd gets 
St the very heart of obaraotsr. Tbe 
greatest servioe which any of us can ren- 
der to our fellowa la, first and foremost, 
to be BO evidently strong, earnest snd 
oheerful that the diaoouraged take a new 
lease of hope from ns, tbe doubtful se- 
cure s new vision of faith, and those 
who have fallen, a new impulse to get 
on their feet again. It is of infinitely 
more Importanoe to-day to pour a new 
tide of victorious faith and hope and 
strength into the souls of men than to 
do any thing, nnywhere. Besides this 
supreme sorvioe of feeding tbe spirltusl 
life of the world, all doing, however 
magnificent, la oomporatlvely hialgnlfl- 
oonU The greatest servants of human- 
ity are those who, by embodying a no- 
ble ideal of life, constantly reinforce the 
faith of those who arc feebler in the pos- 
sibility of such a Ufe, reoonolle them to 
the hard eondltions of their own ezdst- 
enoe, and inspire them with a fsUh 
which of themsolves they eould not 
achieve.

The voter will not find it easy 
to make an intelligent selection 
among aspirants for Delegate to 
the Convention next September, 
for the purpose of framing a new 
Constitution. In ordinary elec- 
tions, the voter has only to ask if 
tlie aspirant is a good Democrat 
or a go^ Itepublican, as the case 
may be. That question answered, 
the voter knows precisely what to 
ex|)ect, if the man be elected. But 
a knowledge of an aspirant’s poli- 
tics will avail the voter little when 
it comes to choosing a delegate to 
represent him in the Constitution- 
al Couventiou. That a man wore the 
blue or (he gray, that a man was 
for or ag.'vinst the union, that a 
man was pro or .anti-slavery, will 
furnish no index to L's ideas when 
he is called upon to arrange the 
details of a new Cousti'ution. Not 
a solitary question, now forming 
the difference between the Demo- 
cratic and Republican parties, can 
enter into the formation of our 
coming Constitution. It will not 
be the province of the Conven- 
tion to pass upon the tariff, pien- 
sions. Federal aid to education, the 
treasury surplus, civil service re- 
form. ship subsidies, demontetiza- 
tion of silver, free coinage, inter- 
nal revenue, or any other national 
qu^tion between the two great 
^itical parties. 

felore a voter can iutelligeutly 
Mdorae any candidate for delegate ! 
to the Constitutional Convention, 
he nwtt first know what the can- 
prop>oses to do. 

iTiere are Democrats, who, if| 



members of the Convention, would 
oppiose any change whatever in 
the present Constitution, and there 
are Republicans precisely like 
them. There are Democrats and 
Republicans alike who would in- 
sert a Prohibition clause; and oth- 
ers who would favor a Woman’s 
Rights clause, so far as the Con- 
stitution of the United States 
would pierraiL Just what some 
Democrats and some Republicans 
would not favor or oppose would 
be an endless task to enumerate. 

To find a candidate to suit everj'- 
body, in one party or the other, 
would be impossible. For a can- 
didate to announce definitely all 
that he might favor in the Con- 
vention would be another impos- 
sibilitj’, for no one mind, however 
fertile and massive, can precon- 
ceive the ideas that more than a 
hundred men will advance when 
brought together. 

Then let the voter decide what 
he wants, and select the candidate 
who nearest approaches those 
wants? For the average voter, 
that would be still another impos- 
sibility. When did the average 
voter read the Constitution, and 
what would he know aixnit much 
of it, if he were to read it ? Rut 
there are a few certain questions 
he can decide upon, while thede 
tails will have to be left to the in- 
telligence of the Convention. Those 
questions we shall notice hereafter.

River Falllnir «t Greenville, Miee., Lenvins 
m Portion of the Town. 

Hatox Rouge, La., April 2 ft.— Tho 
stoanier Dakotab h'as roachod here from 
the overflowed districU and put off five 
or aix hundred people and a largequan- 
tity of stock. The people put off woro 
mostly negroes, who found no difficulty 
in getting cmploymenL Several plan- 
ters from tho intorior were here for the 
purpose of getting labor for their plan- 
tations. The Dakotah Thursday went 
up as far as New Texas Landing, rescu- 
ing people and stock along tho 
route. The boat transported about 
1 ..W 0 people to this side, 
and could have brought many more, 
but the people said tho river was falling, 
and they preferred to stay and take tho 
chances in I'ointe Coupee. Captain 
Mitchell said the break in OH Morganza 
at 5 o'clock Thursday evening was six 
hundred feet wide, while tho break in 
(irand Levee just below was one thou- 
sand feet wide and washing rapidly, the 
soil being of a sandy nature. As these 
levees are three miles in length, only a 
comparatively small portion of these 
great works have been destroyed. 
The boat rescued every living 
thing from a pig to the dogs and 
chickens. A refugee was seen on 
our streets yesterday with a dog tied at 
one end of a rope and a rooster at the 
other. This was his only property. Ho 
carried them alternately in bis arms to 
give them a rest. The Dakotah re- 
mained here until 4 p. m.. loading sacks 
above town to carry to the Martinez 
crevasse. At this hour she left, carry- 
ing down fifteen thousand sacks of 
earth. The Pargoud is expected down 
to-night to carry more sacks to the cre- 
vasse. tVhen she gets through unload- 
ing tho Dakotah will return to New Or- 
leans, as there is no longer any demand 
for a relief boat along the Pointe Coupee 
front. 

Obeenvh.lf., Miss.. April IC — A'ter 
four days of incessant raining the sun 
came up brightly this morning. The 
river fell three inches in the past twen- 
ty-four hours, which is tho first perma- 
nent fall we have had since the begin- 
ning of the high water, three months 
aga The same fall was recorded on the 
back-water of the town and country, and 
since morning the fall has been fully 
two inches. Portions of the streets 
which have been covered for twenty-four 
days are being uncovered by the reced- 
ing waters, which are watched with de- 
light by the citizens. It is safe to say 
that this fall will be followed by a still 
greater one in the next twenty-four 
hours. 

GREAT HADL. STORM. 

The He*vtesi One on Reeord TlsItJi Bnltl- 
tnore^Many Thonennde of Windows 
Broken by the Stonee* 

Baltimorf., April 28. — Baltimore was 
bombarded yesterday afternoon by hail 
of a size and destructive power never 
before seen in this city. The hail w-as 
not like the snow-coated bail, but was 
plain hard ice, frozen through and 
through, clear as crystal, and solid as a 
rock. It went tfarongb thick panes of 
glass as if they were tissue paper, and 
the amount of damage done by it can 
only be figured up when all the broken 
panes are counted and the glass setters' 
bills are paid. The loss will run up 
Into the tbousanda Nome of the hail 
stones were ragged and as sharp on the 
edges as s steel blade. Hen's eggs were 
nothing to them in size. Many of 
them were as large as a man’s fist The 
storm came from the west was local in 
its character, and swept to the east with 
a rattle like heavy musketry, frighten- 
ing people out of their wits, and hitting 
those who were on the streets many 
hard knocks, and driving them into 
places of shelter. The storm came all 
at once, like a thunderbolt There was 
a perfect Niagara of water, with hail 
stones — or rattier chunks of ice — weigh- 
ing, some of them a quarter of s pound. 
Almost In an instant the streets were 
rivers, the pavements were flooded 
from two to three inches 
deep, and a man who remained on 
the streets was almost In danger of los- 
ing his life. The heavy chunks of hail 
drove the horses wild. Those that pull 
the street-care became uncontrollable, 
and the drivers were compelled to let 
them have their own way and to run at 
their free will. The people in the cars 
became panic-stricken, and many of them 
crouched trembling on the floor of tho 
cars, praying for rescue from the ele- 
ments, while the drivers dodged the ser- 
ial missiles the best they coultL All over 
the city the dsmsge wsa besvy. No

THE WOBK OF THE PAX-AMERICAX 
COXFEEEXCE. 

Tlie Pan-Afnerican Clonferonoe, hav- 
ing completed as much of its original 
programme as there wai any poeslbillty 
of agreeing upon, is now about to ad- 
journ. The result of iU long delibera- 
tions cannot yet be fully estimated, 
j The measures proposed by Mr. Blaine 
I for its cou.ilderatiou were these : Tbe

i formation of an American customs 
I uuion ; tbe adoption of a common ail- 
; ver coin ; tbe adoption of a uuilorin 
system of weights and measures; the 
formation of a uniform law for patent 
rights, copyrights anJ trade-marks; 
agreement upon a definite plan of arbi- 
Iralion for the settlement of all inter- 
national disputes ; the esisbiisliment of 
a system of subsidies for the promotion 
of communication by iteamship; final- 
ly, any measure looking to the genend 
welfare. The decisions of the confer- 
; ence were to be considered, of course, 
j only as recommendations to the na- 
! lions represented to be accepted or re- 
ijected by the several governments as 
I they should see fit. It was hoped that 
j treaties of various kinds might be ue- 
- gotiated embodying the points agreed 
upon. Finality was not expected on 
any subject, tbe function of the confer- 
ence being to find a basis for subse- 
quent action. Taking tbe measures 
pru[i 06 ed by our goverumeot for dis- 
cussion in their order, we find that the 
confeteuce has failed to agree upon any 
plan of a Pan-American zollverein, or 
customs union, our high tariff standing 
in the way. Tbe Argentine Republic 
offered Mr. Blaine the free importation 
of alt our products on condition that 
we should admit Argentine wool free 
of duly, iHit tbe offer was not accepted. 

1 Our tariff on wool Is the arch of the 
; protective system, aud the Republicau 
; party is pledged to maintain tbe sys- 
I tern intacL It lias been stated that re- 
i^ciprocity treaties were offered our 
> (Southern neighbors, bJt that is not the 
fact. Tliere were like failures, it is un- 
derstood, in regard to the projected 
common silver (»in and a uniform sys- 
tem of weights aud measures. The 
governments ot Central and South 
America could not see tlieir way to the 
adoption of our 72 cent sliver dollar as 
tbe common unit ot value, aud Mr. 
Biaiue was uuahle, of course, to promise 
that Congress would adopt the unit 
current in Chili, Bolivia or Mexico. 
As to weights and measures, the utility 
of a common system was reengnised, 
but It was dilBcuit to find the country 
that did not thiuk its present system as 
good as that of any other country. The 
great success of tbe conference was its 
agreement in respect to patent right, 
copyright and trade -marks. This agree- 
ment was secured by the adoptiou of 
the scheme formulated by tlie Boutb 
American Congress at Moutevideo sev- 
eral years ago. A plan of arbitration 
was adopted. Chili ami Mexico dissent- 
ing. The value of the plan is some- 
wliat impaired, perhaps, by the provis- 
ion that no country w ill be expected to 
arbitrate any matter which, in its opin- 
ion, afTects its independence, but apart 
from this class of queslions, tliere will 
be, DO doubt, a wide field for tbe appli- 
cation of the beneficent principle ap- 
proved by tbe conference. Of course 
! tbe plan will have to pass tbe scrutiny 
i of the home governments interested. 

: Tlie subsidists achieved a qualified suo- 
i cess. A plan was agreed upon which 
apportions subsidy burdens aud bene- 
fits between the countries concerned in 
i particular steamship lines. Our share 
I of the burdens, ot course, prepouder- 
i ates, as was expected. Id tliis item of 
i their programme our delegates, tbink- 
; iiig it more blessed to give than to re- 
I ceive, achieved wliauhey will uo doubt 
consider tbeir greatest triumph. It is 
to be noted, however, that tlie delegates 
of tlie Argentine Republic on rea<iing 
tbe first draft of the McKinley bill de- 
clared their belief that no amount of 
subsidies would enable tbeir products 
to surmouut the new tariff wall, and 
aouounced (heir purpose of withdraw- 
iug the recommendation as to subsidies 
made to their government prior to the 
appearance of the McKinley bill. It is 
lo be expecteil that oi.ber governments 
beside the Argentine Republic will 
tliink that bill absolves tliem from tbe 
duty of coosideriug the recomaieuda- 
(ioiis of tbe conference in regard to sub- 
sidies. The coDlerence, it will be seen, 
attained but small positive results as 
• respects tbe programme laid before it.

i PROFITABLE FARMINO. 

Tbe Atlanta Journal meutions Mr. 
Jas. B. Hunnicutt, of Coweta county, 
as one of the champion farmers of 
Georgia, and the figures produced seem 
to warrant tbe designation. Mr. Huo- 
nicutt farms on the intensive pian, aud 
last year bis clear profits from 60 acres 
of land worked with two mules were 
$2,000. Tlie figures are as follows : 600 
bushels of coru, 28 bales of cottou, 700 
bushels of oats, 62 bushels of wheat, 60 
bushels of barley, 800 bushels of ruta- 
baga turnips, 12 tons of clover bay, and 
a little of everything else. For instance, 
from a half acre be Uiade 206 gallons of 
ribbon cane syrup, lold $30 worth of 
cane and put up 6,00) stalks for seed. 
Un five acres lo col ton lie used four 
toDs of commercial fiirtiliser and gath- 
ered seven bales (although the crop was 
considerably injured by a liail storm) 
and made a clear profit of $i'22— land 
and mule, rent and wear of machinery 
being counted in tlie expenses. Alto- 
gether be had thirty acres of cotton. 
Re gathered tho 660 bushels of corn 
from seven acres of tbin laud, heavily 
fertilised with compost. For (he last 
seven years Mr. Huunicutt has farmed 
on the inteusive syiitem, and during 
that time he baa neviv made less than 
forty bushels of corn to the acre. Tills 
is certainly a good showing for a two- 
mule farm. Col. The mas Williams, of 
Elmore oounty, Ala., also comes for- 
ward as a succesaful farmer. On 600 
acrea of land lie raised last year 500 
bales of cotton. His other crops were 
in like proportion, and he raised “hog 
and iiominy" eooegh for boms coo- 
aumpikm aud had soins to aell. i

The agitation in Paris commercial 
circles growing out of tho apprebeusioo 
that the McKinley tariff admiuistra- 
tive bill if it should become a law 
would have a serious effect upou the 
iHisioess of exporting to the United 
States now bas its counterpart In Ber 
lia. Many of the Berlin merchants in- 
terested iu the exportation of goods to 
America are seeking to bring Infiueu- 
ces to bear for the purpose of having 
the bill either greatly modified or alto- 
gether withdrawn. They assert ttiat if 
tlie measure goes into effect in Its pres- 
ent form, will strike a fresh blow at tbe 
exporlaliou of German goods and 
manufactures to tlie Uniteed Btates. 

George C. Buchanan, tbe whisky bro- 
ker, lias issued a table of statistics on 
tbe amount of wliisky now in the 
hondeii warehouses of Kentucky, aud 
tbe estimated production for the re- 
mainder of tbe fiscal year, which clos- 
es June 30. Tbe table shows the pro- 
duction of whisky from July I, 1889, 
to March 31, 1890, was 20,014,049 gal- 
lons agaiust 14,661, 6'28 guilooa for the 
corespondiiig period last year. Tbe 
total pr<>ducUou of last season was 26,- 
130,601 gallons, aud the total produc- 
tion of (bis season is estimated at 34,- 
616,627 gallons an increase of about 9.- 
600.000 gallons.

ABOL’T BEES. 

BY JOHN S, REES. 

A colony or hire of bees in their normal 
condition in the month of May is composed 
of one queen, or mother bee, a few drones, 
or male bees, probably trom fifty to three 
hundred, and from forty to sixty thousand 
working bees. Tbe queen is much larger than 
the workers, with long slender body and 
short wings, lays ail the eggs for the colony, 
and is often capable of laying as many as 
three thousand eggs within twenty-four 
hours. She lives to an average age of three 
years when she is superceded by one of her 
daughters who comes on the scene at the 
proper time. The queen has a long sting 
which curves under, is barbless, and is nev- 
er used to sting anything except a rival 
queen. The writer has had them in his 
hands hundreds of times. 

The drone, or male bee, is about the size 
of the queen, but very diATerentlr shaped. 
He is short and thick, wings as long as the 
body, very large compound eyes no honey 
tounge or honey sack like workers, no sting 
and very noisy when he flies, cannot secrete 
wax or gather pollen, and seems to be very 
much in the way many times. The life of 
the drone is truly in the hands of his com- 
panions, the workers. They are usually 
hatched in May and stung to death by the 
worker in July, owing to length of the 
honey flow. 

A colony without a queen (not in nor- 
mal condition) will allow the drones to live 
until they, the workers become extinct. The 
general appearance of the worker bee and 
its stinging qualities is so familliar to the 
reader that she will not need much discrip- 
tion. We say she because you must now 
know the worker is an undeveloped temale, 
(the queen being the full development.) 
The workers do all the work, both in and 
out of the hive. The indoor work consists 
of, in part, secreting wax, building comb, 
feeding the larva bee with chyme, evaporat- 
ing, or ri|>ening honey, &c. This work is 
performed by the young bees the first three 
weeks after they hatch. The next three 
weeks is S|>ent in active field work 
such as gathering honey and pollen princi- 
pally, and stinging the barefoot boy occa- 
sionally. So you see the average life of the 
worker bee during honey gathering season 
is not more ihan six weeks at best. They 
literally wear their wings out and thereby 
lose their jiower of locomotion, when they 
drop by the wayside, as it were, and never 
reach home. 

Beeswax or comb, is a fatty matter, and 
is secreted by the bees and comes from be- 
tween the segments of underside of the 
body in small soft scales, in appearance like 
a minute fish scale. Pollen as we know is 
the fecundating powder of plants much like 
flour made by grinding peas, and is 
gathered from tbe flowers by the worker 
bees at the same time they gather the hon- 
ey, the honey is taken into the honey sack 
— not the stomach, and the pollen grains 
are transferred from the three forked tongue 
to the pollen baskets or pockets on their 
hind legs, and to see these heavily laden 
little insects wading in home would remind 
one of some of our good old mountain 
Methodist preachers riding up with well 
fiilled “saddle bags” hanging acirns the old 
bay mare. — Winchester Sun.

COOPS FOR CHICKENS. 

This Is the Simplest and Best mad Is, 
Besides, Easily Made. 

The season ia at hand when coops for 
chickens are in demand. As snccess de- 
pends largely on the kind of shelter 
provided, we hero present tbe illustra- 
tion of a triangular eoop with movable 
floor. This coop is recommended as 
among the best by IL H. Stoddard in 
his manual on poultry architecture, and 
is, moreover, easily made. 

Make tho coop of half-inch stuff, so 
that it might be light and moved 
easily, a piece of wood being fastened 
to the roof (as in the figure) each side 
for a handle. Tho door. A, is hinged to 
open upward.

door. A, Is closed in cold weather. In 
one roof is set a large pane of glass (not 
shown in the cut), useful in early 
spring for warmth, that side being 
turned to the south, but in summer to 
tho north. An opening for ventilation 
is made near the peak on both sides and 
covered with wire cloth. 

Tbe floor (Fig. S) is made of inch 
boards, b b, and nailed, planed side up, 
to tho cleats, c c. Let both ends of 
each cleat project three inches, and tho 
outside cd^ of each two inches. This 
movable floor must bo of such size that 
the eoop shall rest entirely upon tho 
ends and edge of the cleats, so that 
when tho doors are closed all rain will 
be shed outside the floor. Fig. 3 shows

Point* on It. SnrcoMfal Celtere— Bew to 
Kill the Begw 

The potato crop always pays for good, 
clean, constant cultivation, says tbe 
Western RuraL As tbe potato season 
is short, tbe crop should bo pushed as 
rapidly a.s possible. Some people begin 
cultivation even beforo tho plant a^ 
pears above tho ground, and it Is a good 
plan, especially it tho weeds begin to 
show thomselvos. Cultivation should 
bo continued until tho vines cover tbe 
ground, provided it is necessary to keep 
tho land clean. Different seasons will 
require different degrees of cultivation, 
perhaps, but oven in a dry season when 
the weeds are not as aggressive, stir- 
ring the soil and keeping it in fine con- 
dition is to assure a greater degree of 
moisture. So perbaps tbe rule I.-tid 
down should be; constant cultivation. 
After horse cultivation is no longer 
practical, tho weeds, if they start, 
should still bo kept out, and it roust 
then be done by hand. A potato field 
filled with weeds can not produce as 
good a crop of potatoes as it would if 
tho weeds wore not there. After the 
weeds are in tlossom there is an idea 
that the woods can not hurt tbe crop, 
but that cultivation will. It is a big 
error. 

If it were not a fact that woods must 
be supported by a soil that should be 
made to devote Its entire strength to 
the potatoes, it would bo true that it 
would cost mure to harvest the crop, 
when tho field would bo full of weeds; 
and more than that and worst of all, is 
tbe seeding of the ground to weeds for 
tho next season, and tbe expense of 
keeping them down. Whoovor is an 
Implacable enemy to a wcod under all 
circumstances, is an excollont fflend 
to himself and practices economical 
farming. 

The potato beetle, of course, will bo 
on band for its share of the crop. 8ea« 
ton his meal with Paris greon, being 
careful not to make tbe mixture too 
strong. It is the bugs you want to kill 
and not tho sines. Tbe quantity of 
Paris green that will settle a bug is ex- 
ceedingly smalL Hence there is no 
necessity of a strong mixture. One of 
our most prominent farmers and agricul- 
tural writers has not used Paris green, 
however, for a numbor of years. He 
enltivates twice a week, and attaches to 
the end of tho singletree a light brush. 
This brushes off the beetles ahead of 
tho cultivator, and many of them are 
killed. But tho Paris green diet is by 
all odds tbe most efficient of any thing. 
Push tbe growth as much os possible, 
and sprinkle with Paris green.

VOODOO WORSHIPERS.

The most superstitious people in tho 
world, perhaps, are. the negroes, among 
whom any combination of odds and ends 
as incongruous aa the ingredients of the 
witches’ heU broth in Macbeth beoomes 
“fetich.” This expression comes from a 
Portuguese word meaning magic, and is 
any thing in nature or art to which magio 
power is ascribed, such as stones, or cer- 
tain parts of plants, animals, ete. Curi- 
ously enough, ail the civilization which 
has surrounled the negroes in the Boutb- 
em States has, according to the Chicago 
Journal, not been sufficient to disarm 
their belief in fetiches. “Voodoo," or 
feticblsm, is still practioed oonslderably 
In some of the SMthern States by ne- 
groes who are believed to poss ea a special 
powers, snd to bo sble by the prepara- 
tion of certain charms to bring shout 
whatever their patrons may desire. In 
1881 s criminal trial occurred In Sumter 
County, 8. C., in which the defend- 
ant was s oolored man by the name 
of Johnston, who had killed another 
named Davis, tbe former having 
in his poss e ssion s charm which had 
been given to him by an aged negro 
named Orange Isaacs, a voodoo con- 
jurer, who assured him that it 
would protect him from all dan- 
ger as a result of bis orime. The ob- 
ject of the murder was to enable the 
criminal to marry the widow of the 
murdered man. The charm given him 
by tbe conjurer was composed of bees- 
wax, foxs’ hsiv, a little sand from the 
shoe of the person who was to be killed 
snd s drake’s foot, tbe whole being 
sewed up in s small cotton bag, which 
ho was to wear over his heart next to 
his skin. This, it was claimed, would 
obtain tor him the love of the woman 
whom he desired. In addition to this 
he was to get s charmed bnllet which he 
was to fire at Davis. The negro thus 
protected shot his rival, buried him and 
proceeded to take possession of tbe 
widow, who, as it appeared, was no wise 
reluctant. Tbe b^y was found snd 
various circumstances traced the crime 
to Johnston, who was put on trial. Tbe 
jury comprised nine whites and three 
blacks, and a vast throng of negroes sur- 
round^ tbe court-house while tbe trial 
was going on. Curiously enough, two 
of the men composing tho Jury ■were 
taken violently 111 and others had to be 
snbstituted for them. Johnston wat 
found grullty snd was nentenced to be 
hanged. Three hours after the sentence 
the sheriff of the county, whose businese 
it was to hang him — a robust man In the 
prime of health — dropped dead. Tbe 
murderer vaa. however,, executed.

Denmark has organized a now system 
of State butter shows. The scheme In- 
cludes s continuous butter show at tho 
expense of the State during severs! 
months In each year, where fresh 
samples of butter will bo received every 
fourteen days, tho JtdTt's’ decision to 
ho given on the butter as received, and 
its condition at the ond of fourteen 
days. Tbe samples are to bo sent im- 
mediately on the receipt of a letter or 
telegram, so that the dairymen will not 
bo able to mako a special cask for exhi- 
bition, and the samples are to be re- 
peated as often as required. Competing 
dairies must send in a return of the 
feeding and system generally followed 
on tho farm, with special reference to 
the week during which tho samples are 
sent in. At present tbe number of 
dairies entered Is three hundred and 
sixty. Nine judges have been selected, 
and these act in groups of three each, 
each group recording an independent 
opinion on each sample, which is 
checked by those of tho other two 
groutts. Each group will consist of two 
butter merchants and ono dairy expert 
Tlio exhibitors are paid tho usual 
market rate for their exhibits. Tbo 
will bo hold at intervals of a 
I'ortulg’at during eight months of the 
yrar.-^'oiintrv Gentleman.

THE POTATO. 



Points on Its Wmecassfal Cvltoro— Bov to 
Kilt tile Bofs. 

The potato crop always psys for good, 
clean, constant caltivation, says the 
Western Rural. As tbe potato Mason 
is short, tbe crop should be pushed as 
rapidly as possible. Some people begin 
cultivation even before tho plant a;^ 
pears above tho ground, and It is a good 
plan, especially if tbo weeda begin to 
show thom.sclvcs. Cultivation should 
bo continued until the vines cover the 
ground, provided it is necassary to keep 
tho land clean. Different seasons will 
require different degrees of cultivation, 
perhaps, but even in a dry season when 
tbo weeds are not as aggressive, stir- 
ring tho soil and keeping it in fine con- 
dition is to assure a greater degree of 
moisture. So perhaps tbe rule Laid 
down should bo: constant cultlration. 
After horse cultivation is no longer 
practical, the weeds, if they start, 
should still bo kept out., and it must 
then bn done by hand. A potato field 
filled with we^s can not produce a.s 
gtKKl a crop of potatoes as it a’ould if 
tho weeds wore not there. After the 
weeds are in Ilossom there is an idea 
that tbe weeds can not hurt the crop, 
but that cultivation will. It is a big 
error. 

If it were not a fact that weeds must 
bo supported by a soil that should be 
made to devote Its entire strength to 
the potatoes, it would bo true that it 
would cost more to harvest tho crop, 
when tho field would bo full of weeds; 
and more than that and worst of all, is 
the seeding of the ground to weeds for 
tho next season, and the expense of 
keeping them down. Whoever is an 
Implacable enemy to a weed under all 
clrcum.itances, is an excellent friend 
to himself and practiees economical 
farming.

Sea- 
ton his meal with Paris green, being 
careful not to make the mixture too 
strong. It is tbo bugs you want to kill 
and not tho vinca Tbe quantity of 
Paris green that will settle a bug is ex- 
ceedingly smalL Hence there Is no 
necessity of a strong mixture. One of 
onr most prominent fanners and agricul- 
tural writers has not used Paris green, 
however, for a number of years. Ho 
cultivates twice a week, and attaches to 
the end of tho singletree a light brush. 
This brushes off tho beetles ahead of 
tho cultivator, and many of thorn are 
killed. But the Paris green diet is by 
all odds tbe moot efficient of any thing. 
Push the growth as much a. possible 
and sprinkle with Paris green.

This expression comes from a 
Portuguese word meaning magic, and Is 
any thing in nature or art to which magic 
power is aacrlbed, such as stones, or cer- 
tain parts of plants, animals, etc. Curi- 
ouslj' enough, all the civilization which 
has surronnled tbe negroes in the South- 
ern States has, according to tho Chicago 
Journal, not been sufficient to disarm 
their belief In fetiches. “Voodoo,” or 
fetlchlsm. Is still practiced considerably 
in some of the Southern States by ne- 
groes who are believed to pos e eas special 
powers, and to bo able by the prepara- 
tion of certain charms to bring abont 
whatever their patrons may desire. In 
18SI s criminal trial occurred In Sumter 
County, 8. C., in which the defend- 
ant was a colored man by tbe name 
of Johnston, who had killed another 
named Davis, the former having 
in his possession a charm which bad 
been given to him by an ag«d negro 
named Orange Isaacs, a voodoo con- 
jurer, who assured him that it 
would protect him from all dan- 
ger as a reanlt of bis crime. The ob- 
ject of the murder was to enable the 
criminal to marry the widow of the 
murdered man. The charm given him 
by the conjurer was composed of bees- 
wax, foxs’ hair,

A Danlah Idea. 

Denmark has organized a new syston 
of State butter showa. Tbe acheme in- 
cludes a continuous butter show at tbe 
expense of the State during several 
months in each year, where freeh 
samples of butter vrill bo received every 
fourteen days, tbo J-vlgos’ decision to 
bo given on tho butter as received, an>l 
its condition at the end of fourteen 
days. Tbe samples arc to bo sent Im- 
mediately on tbe rctoipt of a letter or 
telegram, so that the dairymen will not 
bo able lo make a spoclal cask for exhi- 
bition, and the samploe are to be re- 
peated as often as required. Competing 
dairies must send in a return of the 
feeding and system generally followed 
on the farm, with special reference to 
tbe week during which the samples an 
sent in. At present the number of 
dairies entered is three hundred atul 
sixty. Nine judges have been selected, 
and these act in groups of three each, 
each group recording an independent 
opinion on each sample, which li 
checkod by those of tho other two 
groups. Each group will consist of two 
butter merchants and one dairy export. 
Tho exhibitors are paid tho nsual 
tnarkol rale for their exhibits. Tho 
.•ihowi will be hold at intervals of .a 
I'urtuig’jt (luring < ight months of tho 
yr.ar.-^'onatrv Gentleman.

These three books deserve the care- 
ful and tiiougbtful study of every pa- 
triotic American. Sir Spencer St. John 
was fur many years the British minis- 
ter resident and consul general in 
Hayti. Wiien he went there be was 
perfectly free from race prejudice. Id 
fact bis sympathies aud prejudices 
were rather in favor of tlie negro. So 
perfectly free was lie from the preju- 
dice which is universal in the United 
States that he did not hei-itale to en- 
tertain the negroes at liis own (able on 
terms oi perfect social e<juatity. After 
many years of close otiservalioD and 
aludy of tlie negr), when all tiie aocial 
and goveruineiital forces were in his 
control, he has drawn a picture of de- 
gradation and barbarism that is well 
calculated to arouse tiie thoughtful con- 
sideration of tbe white meu and wo- 
men of the United States, who have 
6,000,000 negroes iu tlieir country, and 
to wliom is presented the alternative 
of a»similatiou or expulsion. This 
English minister slates that voudoiix- 
worsliip and caotiitniHsm and iiumao 
sacrifices to the devil are constantly 
practiceil and encouraged in secret liy 
tliose liigliest in authority in the State. 
Ghastity, lionor, virtue, patriotism are 
unknown. Justice is a meaningless 
word and their code of political mor- 
ality is expressed iu tbe maxim, 
“Precedie Largeiit de L’etat, ce n’est 
|tas role.’’ Property has almost ceased 
U> exist- Tlie land wiiicli tiie French 
had made tlie garden spot of the world 
tias almost relapsed into a Jungle and a 
wilderness. 

With the rule of the negro, property, 
progress, pros|>erity resulting from civil 
order becomes impossible and un- 
known. Mr. Froude disbelieved the 
accuracy of the dark picture drawn by 
Sir S|>eucerSt. John, and himself made 
an extended visit to Hayti and studied 
closely the social conditions existing 
ttiere. And his hook more tlian con- 
firms the account of tiie late Britisli 
minister. Our own experience from 
1865 to the present time fully confirms 
the results of the careful olwervations 
of Sir Spencer Rt. Jolin and of Mr. 
Froude that the negro is entirely inca- 
pable of sustaining a free Democratic 
government. Wherever he has sway 
the semblance of law and order and 
justice and protectiou to lile and prop- 
erty disappear. All that makee life 
worth living to tbe wliite man is im- 
possible wherever the negro rules. The 
training and discipline of 300 years of 
slavery raise<i and elevated the African 
negro from tbe degpwded, man-eating, 
naked savage to the level of tbe negro 
of 1861 — who wore clothes, ate cooked 
food and bad learneii to labor under 
direction. This wliolesome training 
and discipline produced but few Bruces 
and Douglasses aud Elliotts.

Cai Dr- Barkemr Aiswer. 

The Danville Advocate of Friday says: 
The old house which is being torn down 
on the corner of Third and Walnut streets 
from outward appearance, would have 
been judged to be a modem constructed 
reshlence. The fact ia the house was an 
old timer. The large timbers which had 
been weatlierboarded on the outside and 
plastered on the inside, show that they 
were hewn and placed in position in the 
year 17S9. which date is clearly and dis- 
tinctly cut in the timbers. This house 
then was more than one hundred years old 
and is certainly one of the earlies*. land 
marks in the interior of Kentucky. This 
old residence doubtless, could unfold many 
a tale of early pioneer daring and suffer- 
ing. From the structure oi the house, ad- 
ditions having been made to it, it was 
originally of the Kentucky log cabin style 
of architecture prevailing in pioneer days. 
The logs were in a perfect state of preser- 
vation, although it has been more than one 
hundred years since they were hewn from 
the primeval forest This old land mark 
is three years older than the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky,which was admitted to 
Statehood in June 1792. There are no 
records in this county, Mercer, or Lincoln 
by which the owerthip of the land at that 
lime can be traced. Who originally con- 
structed the house is probably known to 
no living man. It seems a pity tliat to 
venerable a habitation should be pulled 
down to make way for this age of disre- 
gard lor all things which savor of antiqni- 
ty. Who built the original house? Ma- 
jor Barbour, father ot Mr. James Barbour, 
of Mavtville, and Prof. L. G. Barbour, of 
Richmond, one of Danville’s pioneer 
merchants, lived in the house sixty years 
ago. Probably some member of that fam- 
ily might be able to trace this old residence 
back to the hardy pioneer who built it 
liere in the heart of the dark and bloody 
hunting grounds. It is the intention of 
the officers of the Methodist church to 
utilize a marked log found in the old 
house in the construction of the new 
church and thereby secure, for these cen- 
tennial times of Methodism, a relic vthich 
itself is a centenarian. 

Fanarr Caastitatiaial CaiTeatiaat. 

Kentucky’s first Constitutional Conven- 
tion was held at Danville in April *792. 
Samuel McDowell was President, and 
Thomas Todd, Clerk. 

The second convention was hell at 
Frankfort, in August 1799. Alexander 
Bullitt, of Jefferson, was President. Twen- 
ty-five counties were represented. Fay- 
ette and Bourbon had the largest repre- 
sentation, six delegates each. Those : rom 
Fayette were John Breckinridge, John 
McDowell, John Bell, H. Harrison, B. 
Thruston, Walter Carr. 

Madison had three delegates — G*een 
Clay, Thomas C lay, William Irvine. 
Clark had three — Clarke, Hickman, Sud- 
duth. Garrard had one — William Elcd- 
soe. Jessamine had one — John P-ice. 
The counties of Eslill, Jackson and Rock- 
castle, had not been formed. 

The present Constitution was adopted 
at Frankfort, in June 1S50, James Guthrie, 
of Louisville, President; Thomas J. Helm, 
Secretary. The delegates from Madison 
were Squire Turner and William Chen- 
ault. 

Fayette’s delegates were James Duc.ley 
and Robert Wickliffe. Clark’s was .An- 
drew Hood. Estill’s was Luther Bruw- 
ner. Jackson had not been formed. Rock- 
castle, Jonathan Newcuin. If Garrard 
had a delegate, it saems he failed to sign 
his name. Jessamine was represented by 
Alexander K. Marshall; Lincoln by John 
Ballinger; Boyle, Albert Gallatin Talbott; 
Mercer, Thomas P. Moore; Woodford, 
John L. Waller; Scott, William Johnson; 
Bourbon, George W. Williams and Rich- 
ard H. Hanson; Montgomery, Richard 
Apperson. 

John Hargis, a relative of Mr. H. C. 
Hargis, of this place, represented the 
counties of Breathitt and Morgan. Da- 
vid Meriwether was one of the delegates 
from Louisville, and recently was a mem- 
ber of the Legislature. The celebrated 
Ben Hardin was one of the delegates from 
Nelson, and Charles Wickliffe was the 
other. The late Governor John W. Stev- 
enson represented Kenton. 

But few of the delegate* are now aliye. 

No county had more than two repre- 
sentatives and in only two instances did 
one delegate represent more than two 
connties. JamesGarrard represented Clay 
Letcher and Perry, and James M. Lackey 
the counties of Floyd, Pike and Johnson.

GYPSIES. 



Flsepirou. <Md Frllew of Dayton, Ohio, 
Who Enjoy. That DtetinrUon. 

A modest brick house, standing a 
little way back from the street, in a 
miburb of the city of Dayton. Ohio, is 
the property, and for a part of the 
year the home, of a gypsy of wide re- 

r iitc, the heir apparent to a throne in 
ittlo Egypt, and here, or hereabout. 
Is the rendezvous of a numerous band 
or tribe. This setCement is widely 
known as the homo of some of the 
richest and most influential families of 
gypsydom, among them tho Stanloya, 
of whom tho present head, Levi, is 
called the King. Tliis Levi Stanley is 
a short thick-set man of something 
over seventy years; he is still strong 
and active, with a ruddy cheek and 
bright eye. Much of his time is 
passed with tho traveling parties, 
while bis eldest son, Levi. Jr., a 
stalwart handsome man of fifty, as- 
sumes much of tho active direction of 
affairs, looking after property, etc. 

Lying scattered about to the north 
of Dayton are many fine farms owned 
by them. At jiresent most of the 
farms are in the hands of tenants, for 
however near the gypsy may be to the 
primeval man, he has not yet devel- 
oped a strong liking for the labor of 
the primeval occupation. 

The tiavellng and camping parties 
are the most interesting and pictur- 
esque features of the gypsy life. These 
usually consist of a single family, the 
term family meaning the whole blood 
connection. It may comprise one or a
